Unpledged Elector 


The registered Democrat in a 
state which decides on such a plan 
can yote only for ‘‘unpledged”’ 
electors. He arbitrarily is denied 
the right to vote for the man he 
waats to see president. State poli- 
ticians will decide what they wish 
to Jo with the electoral votes. It is 
legal, but the morality of the 
plan hardly commends itself to 
conscience. 


Paul Butler has been as con- 
sistent as that volatile man can 
be. He and others in the East- 
ern and Western wings of the 
party decided after the 1956 con- 
vention that one of the major 
factors in the defeat of Adlai 
Stevenson was his attempt to ap- 
pease the Deep South faction and 
no.d it in the party. In 1956 Steven- 
son made trips into the South, 
talked to state legislatures, 
wii) party leaders, and otherwise 
worked for unity. 


This had the effect of creating 
suspicion about him and his pur- 
poses. In the California primary, 
which he won, he encountered 
frequent charges he had sold out 
to the Southern extremists. This 
same charge made. it impossible, 
in the opinion of Chairman Butler 
and others, to win the support of 
the big city votes in the East and 
West. Democratic organizations 
in them, knowing they could not 
stir the voters, dumped the na- 
tional ticket and went all out to 
elect their local tickets of may- 
ors, governors, congressmen and 
U.S. senators. 


Civil Rights 


Chairman Butler and those who 
agree with him never forget that 
fact. They determined, as early 
as late November, 1956, never 
again to agree to any plan to hold 
the Deep South if it meant water- 
ing down a civil rights program. 
That the 14 Midwest states, in 
which the farmers are disen- 
charted enough to make possible a 
Democratic victory, have agreed 
with him in taking so firm a stand 
in this issue makes it very plain 
indeed that Mr. Butler is not 
talking because he is in love with 
the sound of his voice. 


His thinking, and: that of those 
with him, is that the same factors 
which elected underdog Harry 
Truman in 1948 can be assembled 
in 1960. That is the big city vote 
and the discontented farmers. This 
combination sank the confident 
Gov. Tom Dewey. This group 
firmly believes it will lose the city 
vote if it in any degree appeases 
the Deep South segregationists. 


There is, of course, no prophet 
who can say what the convention 
will do. It may upset Mr. Butler’s 
plans. But if the Deep South dele- 
gates go there proclaiming they 
will not accept the decision of the 
convention they will give muscle 
to the national chairman. 


Take a look at the Democratic 
party. It will never look the same 
again. (In fact, it hasn’t for at 
least a dozen years.)

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Support Increases 


For Local Option 


The Sibley school study commission 
will hear additional testimony today in 
Atlanta and Columbus as it winds up its 
hearings on the state’s impending school 
crisis. 

Regardless of the commission’s final 
report, the hearings themselves have 
served a useful purpose. They have 
proved the extent of the problem and 
have served a useful educational func- 
tion. They have been conducted efairly 
and at times have appeared to be pres- 
sured unduly by audiences. But Chair- 
man Sibley has managed to preserve the 
integrity of the commission and the hear- 
ings. 

The wide diversity of opinions, meas- 
ured largely by geographical divisions in 
accordance with the extent of the prob- 
lem, seems to indicate no one final solu- 
tion at this time. The term “local op- 
tion,” which in its broad interpretation 
means giving local communities the right 
to choose whether or not to close schools 
to preserve total segregation, is gaining 
more and more support. 

Latest to voice such support is Dr. 
M. D. Collins, state school superintend- 
ent emeritus. Dr. Collins, whose 57 years 
of experience in Georgia school affairs en- 
title him to respect and full hearing, says 
he is for segregated schools but also is 
unalterably opposed to ending public edu- 
cation. 

Dr. Collins, it will be remembered, 
fought the constitutional amendment for 
private schools in 1954. He points out 
that our public schools have been built 
on local control and that no private school 
program adequately can take the place of 
tax-supported public schools. 

At Columbus ministers voted 51 to l 
in favor of local option in a secret ballot. 

While the question is far from re- 
solved and many hard decisions still must 
be made, Georgians no longer are un- 
aware that sooner or later a decision 
must be made. The court order facing 
Atlanta still stands. 

Meanwhile, the Sibley commission also 
has been studying operation of the Vir- 
ginia plan, which was born in crisis but 
which appears to be operating very well. 
Its form of local option, which also in- 
cludes an individual freedom of choice 
plan between attendance at a public 
school or an equivalent scholarship in 
any private or public school located else- 
where without regard to segregation, is 
working well. 

We hope that out of the Sibley group’s 
studies come recommendations which will 
enable Georgia to prevent even a single 
school: from closing. But whatever the 
recommendations, the Legislature and the 
people must make the final decision.

Census Starts Friday; 
Let’s Cooperate Fully 


The 1960 federal census begins to- 
morrow and from it will come facts and 
figures which will shape much of the 
political and economic planning of the 
next decade. It will be the biggest, cost- 
liest and speediest count ever made. 

More than 170,000 workers will count 
an estimated 189 million Americans and 
compile figures on how they work and 
their living habits. The task will cost 
about $96,000,000 and will result in 100,- 
000 pages of reports in a 110-volume sta- 
tistical picture. res 

Information to be compiled will in- 
clude not only the number of people per 
household but also data on income, num- 
ber of gadgets, educational level, hous- 
ing and habits. From it will emerge the 
portrait of 1960 America. 

One thing the census is expected to 
show is an accelerated and continued mi- 
gration to the cities. Estimates say it will 
show that about 97 per cent of the total 
national population growth in the past 
10 years has come in metropolitan areas. 

Here in Georgia it is expected to prove 
that the state’s population growth has not 
kept pace with the national average in 
spite of its high birth rate. One result 
to be felt immediately is the anticipated 
loss of one congressional seat. 

Results of the census will thus affect 
the lives of all of us. So when the enu- 
merator comes around, cooperate to the 
best of your ability. Let us make this de- 
cennial count as accurate as possible.

Urban Renewal Awaits 
Mr. Evans’ 17 Sites 


Some time ago Lee Evans, president 
of the Board of Aldermen, announced 
with some emphasis he had about 17 lo- 
cations to suggest for Negro urban re- 
newal housing. As of this writing he has 
come up with none at all. 

He has suggested instead that such 
housing be placed in the area which is 
to be cleared. This is disappointing to 
us and we are sure it is to the real es- 
tate and business interests of Atlanta. 

Mr. Evans is aware that one major 
purpose of urban renewal is to give free 
enterprise an opportunity to redevelop 
cleared areas. That idea is basic. Slums 
would be replaced with new business 
properties and other private projects 
which would bring new tax values to a 
city which badly needs them. To ac- 
complish this it becomes necessary to 
find locations for rehousing displaced 
families in areas other than in the im- 
mediate downtown region. To do other- 
wise would defeat the whole purpose of 
renewal. 

For Mr. Evans now to come lamely 
in and suggest that free enterprise plans 
be junked is unworthy of him. To carry 
out this program successfully requires 
the cooperation of all real estate and 
business people. He knows this. 

It was Mr. Evans’ vote which de- 
feated the Egleston rezoning plan. At the 
time he said he had some 17 other sites 
in mind just as good.. We need them 
now. We hope, after thinking it over, 
he will not seek to defeat the proposal 
for private enterprise to redevelop the 
cleared area as planned. Let him come 
up with some of the 17 sites he said he 
had in mind.

Crime Rate Reduction 


Is Due to Enforcement 


Atlanta’s crime and traffic picture is 
better than at any time in the city’s 
history. 

This’ statement by Chief Herbert 
Jenkins is supported by statistics which 
reveal a heartening and exciting decline 
in crime and loss of life in traffic. 

According to the National Safety 
Council, Atlanta now is the safest city 
in the nation within the 350,000-and- 
larger population class. That is commend- 
able progress. Only recently our record 
was one of the worst. 

The Greater Atlanta Traffic and Safe- 
ty Council and all other cooperating or- 
ganizations can take a bow. Because of 
their urging, Chief Jenkins was given an 
overtime traffic squad and additional 
manpower. He thus could provide extra 
patrols and more men at dangerous in- 
tersections at peak hours. The traffic 
department has done a good job, justi- 
fying the additional expense for increased 
enforcement. The public will support 
more of the same. 

In crime the percentage drop in all 
categories is most gratifying. Here, too, 
extra police have helped. But the real 
feature of it is that two decisions by 
Chief Jenkins and the Aldermanic Po- 
lice Committee have been most effec- 
tive. One is old-fashioned. The other is 
new. More policemen have been walking 
beats in downtown areas, proving more 
effective than cruising patrol cars as a 
crime deterrent. 

Astonishingly effective, too, is a new 
police weapon—the use of trained police 
dogs. The K-9 corps, used on a trial 
basis, has proved so successful that Chief 
Jenkins has asked the city to provide 
four more dogs for a total of 12. 

The report is good and the officers, 
the chief, the men in the ranks and the 
police committee deserve congratulations. 
It is a splendid achievement aad points 
up again the fact we have an unusually 
good police department.

Atlantan Criticizes Amendment To Make 
Agriculture Commissioner Regents Member 


Atlanta — As a taxpayer, an 
Atlanta voter, a citizen and a fa- 
ther interested in the educational 
opportunities provided by the 
State of Georgia, I am opposed to 
the proposed constitutional 
amendment passed by the last 
session of the Legislature where- 
by the commissioner of agricul- 
ture will automatically become a 
member of the Board of Regents. 
I fear that this amendment, if 
passed, would be the first step 
in destroying the fine system of 
nonpolitical control and progres- 
sive administration that we have 
had since 1945. 

Prior to that time political in- 
trusion had drastic results, culmi- 
nating in loss of accreditation. Re- 
moval of the board from political 
stigma was an essential step to- 
ward regaining academic accept- 
ance of our institutions of higher 
learning. Placing of elective of- 
ficials on the Board of Regents 
cannot help but lead to political 
influence and controversy. 

Another objection to the amend- 
ment is the fact that the rural and 
agricultural areas do not need 
any more power than they al- 
ready have by virtue of the coun- 
ty unit system. 

Once the principle is estab- 
lished that special interests have 
special representation what is to 
prevent the lawyers from asking 
that the attorney general be 
made a member of the board? 
The doctors would need a mem- 
ber to promote the interest of 
the medical school and the 
bankers could use the state treas- 
urer to represent their views. 
These assumptions could be 
carried to a ruinous conclusion.

City Must Know Its Assets 
To Attract New Industries 


Two weeks ago this newspaper carried a series of articles deal- 
ing with population loss, the things to which this loss could be attrib- 
uted and a general suggestion that a diversification of industry was in 
order. While many people seem to be in agreement on what needs to 
be done there appears to be an unawareness of either how to go about 
taking remedial steps or where to begin. 


We suggested that a committee 
of 100 be formed. 

We do not hold to the theory 
that whenever you want to do 
something you form a committee. 
A committee only serves a pur- 
pose if it sets goals for itself or 
assigns for itself areas of activity 
in line with the given problem. 

We think that a committee ‘of 
100 or a study committee should 
be developed within the industrial 
council. This committee should be 
designed to assess the many fac- 
tors making up The Valley. 

Such a study should cover edu- 
cational facilities, recreation, in- 
dustrial sites, utility rates and 
tax 
cultural facilities, medical care, 
existing industry, city, county and 
State governments, etc. 

By assigning subcommittees to 
handle the various segments of 
this study, we will have an in- 
ventory of The Valley which will 
show us exactly where we stand 
and where we can go. 

This must be done for an indus- 
trial effort to be truly effective. 
No longer can we make the broad 
statement to industry, “We sure 
would like to have you in our 
community.” Today every com- 
munity wants additional industry.

It is when the conversation gets 
down to specific questions that 
the men are separated from the 
boys.

Let's find out what makes us 
tick, not in the general terms we 
are all familiar with but in the 
specifics we need to know to 
supply the answers to inquiring 
industries.

WASHINGTON—Some political writers—and 
politicians—are predicting a falling-out between 
President Eisenhower and Nixon because of pol- 
icy differences when the campaign approaches. They

privately there is already some strain. No one knows this for sure; 
it is speculation. But one thing can be reported with knowledge: 
Eisenhower feels certain there will be no falling-out between the 1960 


Republican nominee and himself. 

He believes there is no basis 
for it. He has expressed this opin- 
ion strongly to recent visitors at 
the White House. 


Personal friends outside the 
government are sometimes the 
first to know when the President 
is ‘‘burned up” about something. 

Lately he has been unburden- 
ing himself about these rumors 
of an Eisenhower-Nixon rift—of 
which there are plenty around 
town, some nourished by wistful 
thinkers. 


The President has been telling 
his visitors on these occasions— 
and at some length and with some 
heat: 


That his endorsement of the 
vice president for the Republican 
nomination, far from being cool 
and reluctant, is cordial and posi- 
tive. 

That in his basic thinking and 
philosophy of government Nixon, 
as the President sees it, is ‘‘clear- 
ly the best man to carry on what 
the administration stands for.’ 

That for the past seven years 
and three months, during which 
Nixon has been at the center of 
policy formulation, attending Cabi- 
net and National Security Council 
meetings regularly, there hasn't 
been ‘“‘that much’’—and here Ei- 
senhower holds up thumb and 
forefinger not more than a

Too Many Adults 
Act Like Children 


We hear a lot about a-person’s intelligence 
quotient. I never have interested myself in that 
much because I was afraid to find out just how 


quarter-inch apart to illustrate 
his point — ‘‘difference between 
us” over what should be done. 

Eisenhower also makes clear 
to friends that it is reasonable 
to expect Nixon as the nominee 
and leader of the Republican Par- 
ty, to have views and proposals 
not necessarily parallel to the 
President’s in every detail.

Dr. Karl Menninger, the famous 
psychiatrist, says that we should 
be more concerned about our 
“M. Q.”’—maturity quotient. He 
feels that nearly everybody has 
enough intelligence if they would 
just use it. But most people get 
into all sorts of trouble because 
they act more like children than 
adults. Immaturity is worse than 
being a little dull or stupid. And 
we can do something about be- 
coming mature. 

The psychiatrist named four 
main tests of one’s maturity. (1) 
Social maturity. To rate ourselves 
in this we must answer such 
questions as: Do'we find it hard 
to get along with other people? 
Do we think we have to run every- 
thing of which we are a part— 
the place where we work, the 
clubs or organizations to which 
we belong, our homes? Or do we 
think some other people have 
some ideas that are worthy of 
consideration? Are we willing to 
play ‘‘follow the leader’’ when we 
are not the leader? Being willing 
and able to adjust to others is a 
part of maturity. 

(2) Emotional maturity is also 
important. I have known some

Macmillan’s Visit 
Sounds U.S. Policy 


LONDON—Important persons here see Prime 
Minister Macmillan’s visit to Washington as a 
chance to sound administration opinion on the 


people who were full grown phy- 
sically but emotionally were ba- 
bies. They worry about people 
talking about them behind their 
backs. They always want to ‘‘get 
even’’ with anyone who does them 
any wrong. They always feel in- 
secure. They want to be the cen- 
ter of attention. 

(3) Intellectual maturity is the 
third test. When several things 
go wrong at the same time, do 
we “‘fly to pieces,”’ look for some- 
one else to blame or do we face 
up to the situations and make 
the best of them? One mark of this 
maturity is to adjust when our 
plans go awry. 

(4) Spiritual maturity is the 
fourth and most important. This 
means that your one life has be- 
come so centered in God that you 
can love all people. It means one 
has faith in forgiveness and is not 
constantly brooding over past mis- 
takes and sins. It means one has 
learned to pray and trust God 
with the answer. It means one has 
learned to use insights gained 
through religious faith in every- 
day life.

The trouble with too many people 
is they have never become men. 


range of international issues. To the British, some of these are more 
important than the immediate problem of framing a joint Western 
reply to the Soviet Union’s offer on nuclear tests. 


Probably the most important 
question, certainly one that causes 
the most anxiety here, is what 
sort of leadership the West can 
expect from President Eisen- 
hower and his administration at 
the summit conference and in sev- 
en weeks before the leaders of 
the East and West gather in 
Paris. 


Concern has already been ex- 
pressed by journals as responsi- 
ble as the Times and the Econo- 
mist over what appears to them to 
be a tendency in Washington to 
draw back from the summit be- 
cause of the effect of realistic 
negotiations there on the presi- 
dental election. 

The British position might be 
summed up in the old saw: Noth- 
ing risked, nothing gained. From 
Whitehall the Americans seem to 
be assuming the position: Noth- 
ing risked, nothing lost. 

The natural corollary is wheth- 
er the Soviet Union will sit tight 
and do nothing between now and 
next January when a new Presi- 
dent is sworn. The British doubt 
this. Partly because of. what they 
consider communism’s natural 
cussedness, partly because they be- 
lieve that many of the problems 
facing the West are too pressing 
to be put in cold storage for nine 
months. 

Leaders here are anxious to 
knock on the head claims, in- 


s 


variably heard when a British 
prime minister visits Washington, 
that Whitehall’s old Etonian Ma- 
chiavellis are trying to undermine 
U.S. leadership and replace it with 
Britain's. 

The impression is that as far 
as the government and its sup- 
porters are concerned, exactly 
the opposite is true. What the 
British want is positive, decisive 
U.S. leadership in negotiations 
with the Soviet Union. Macmillan 
and his colleagues are committed 
more deeply than any recent gov- 
ernment to accepting this leader- 
ship. 

-This does not mean that ‘the 
British will always accept Wash- 
ington’s views on policy or that 
they will refrain from trying to 
win acceptance of their own 
views. It does mean they believe 
President Eisenhower is the only 
Western statesman capable of get- 
ting a series of summit confer- 
ences off to a good start. 


There is evidently fear that 
indeterminate policy by the 
United States during the coming 
weeks and months will hurt the 
Western position in the world. 

What the prime minister and 
his government really want is 
mutual understanding that the 
contest between East and West 
cannot be suspended while the 
United States picks a president.

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HEALTH: A Child Should Not Be Forced to Eat) 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D, 


Dear Dr. Molner: Is it all 
right to force a child to eat? 
My 4-year-old grandson isn’t 
underweight, but sometimes he 
refuses food. Frequently his 
father makes him eat, and the 
child gets sick at his stomach. 
—M. A. 


A child should not be forced 
to eat. 


There are a few simple, logical 
rules and tricks to keep a child 
eating the right things, but no 
good can be accomplished by 
forcing him to eat. Instead, harm 
will usually result. 


Hunger is one of the _ basic 
drives of life. If children are hun- 
gry and ready for food they will 
eat. This is true from baby- 
hood on. 


As they get a little older they 
get frisky. Child psychologists 
tell us that 4 is a very capricious 
age. Four-year-olds try out ideas 
of their own and develop a mind 
of their own. 


They still have all the basic 
drives and always will. When hun- 
gry they will eat. But try to force 
them and they will rebel. They 
quite often, under such circum- 
stances, throw up what is forced 
down. 


So what do you do? Rule 1: No 
bickering at the table. Rule 2: 
Don't fuss about the things you 
can't eat because the little tykes 
are quick to copy. Rule 3: Let 
them eat if they are hungry; let 
them not eat if they are not. And 
so, Rule 4: When they have had 
enough (or said they have had 
enough) let them get down from 


=| the table. But, Rule 5: No more 


eating until the next meal. No 
snacks, no candy. It will take 
them about two trials of this (un- 
less you've let them get into bad 
habits, and then it will take long- 
er) to understand that they eat 
what they want at meal times;

New Kidney 
ails to Save 


Rome Youth 


BOSTON, Mass. (® — Thomas | 


Harper Jr., 22, of Rome, Ga., who 
underwent a _ kidney transplant 
operation three weeks ago be- 
cause he was incurably ill from a 
congenital disease of the kidneys, 
died Wednesday in a Boston hos- 
pital. 


Unlike earlier, successful recipi- 
ents of kidney transplants, Harper 
was not a twin of the donor of the 
kidney, whose name was never 
revealed. 


At Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, 
pioneer institution in kidney trans- 
plant techniques, doctors said Har- 
per’s body had not rejected the 
transplanted kidney tissue, but that 
he had failed to rally in the weeks 
following the operation. They said 
there was some question whether 
blood circulation had been satis- 
factorily established in the trans- 
planted organ. 


Most kidney transplants in the 
past were between identical twins 
because their tissues are identical 
and the recipient body will accept 
the transplanted organ. One suc- 
cessful transplant has been re- 
corded at the Boston hospital in- 
volving twins who were not identi- 
cal. 


At the time of Harper’s surgery, 
physicians declined to predict the 
outcome. They said transplants 
previously attempted involving 
non-twins had not been perma- 
nently successful.

Hat Hazards Won't 


Mar Easter Parade

College Park clubwomen have 
put hazards into the Easter Pa- 
rade. 


“With the coming of warm 
weather,” explained Mrs. M. C. 
Roberts, safety chairman of the 
College Park Woman’s Club, ‘‘a 
young homemaker’s fancy light- 
ly turns to thoughts of spring 
hats — and spring houseclean- 
ing.”’ 


And there’s danger in that. 


“Spring housecleaning,’’ con- 
tined Mrs. Roberts, ‘presents 
many safety hazards. A lot of 
homemakers are unaware of 
many of these dangers. Near- 
ly twice as many people are 
killed at home as in accidents 
while at work. Accidents don’t 
just happen—they are caused.” 

With an eye toward preven- 
tion, Mrs. Roberts and Mrs. T. 
H. Allen, program chairman, 
conspired to combine thoughts 
of hats ’n’ housecleaning to pre- 
sent ‘“‘Milady’s Easter Bonnet 
with All the Hazards on It’’ at 
the club’s regular meeting. 

From cut-up creations to mil- 
linery masterpieces of smother- 
ing smartness, the women pin- 
pointed dangers that surround 
the family on its own home 
ground. 


TOP HAZARD 


The No. 1 hazard in the home 
—falling—was cleverly illustrat- 
ed by a dangerous design mod- 
eled by Mrs. Paul Solomon. 
Since steps and stairs are in- 
volved in 35 per cent of fall in- 
juries in the home, Mrs. Solo- 
mon designed her hat to empha- 
size the hazard of the cluttered 
Stairway. The blue sailor hat 
featured a dainty pair of stair- 
steps that, the commentator ex- 
plained, “lead right up to no- 
where. But even if they led 
somewhere, milady would never 
get there with the skates, pa- 
pers, balls, broom and mop that 
have collected on the stairs.”

The next most important type 
of fatal accident in the home 
—burns—was represented by a 
a series of handsomely adorned 
hats.

mas tree. The tree featured not 
one, but two distinctive haz- 
ards: The decorative lighted 
candles and the blinker to make 
lights switch on and off auto 
matically. 


The commentary that accom- 
panied Mrs. Griffith’s stage ap- 
pearance reminded members to 
not overload circuits with add- 
ed Christmas lighting, to turn 
off tree lights when no one is 
in the room or when leaving 
the house. She added that home- 
makers should take the tree 
down as soon as it begins to 
shed needles and show signs of 


dryness — as long as it is 
around, it is a potential fire 
hazard. 


The dangers of smoking in 
bed was brought to the fore by 
Mrs. George A. Howland, who 
modeled a striking sailor hat, 
highlighted by a man in bed, 
dangerously puffing on a Cig- 
arette. The brim and crown of 
the hat was punctuated with 
cigarettes and matches to un- 
derscore the advice, ‘Never 
smoke in bed.”’ 


Mrs. Charles Rome wore a 
fluffy bit of fetching femininity 
featuring under-the-chin tie of 
red satin ribbon and net, ac- 
cented by a matching cluster 
of spring flowers in the center 
of the crown. Her originality 
started with the base of the

The danger of fireworks was 
forcefully illustrated in a fiery 
hat worn by Mrs. Roy Camp 
Jr., her artistic adornment—a 
real eye catcher — was of 
white fabric, with the crown 
surrounded by kitchen matches.

Any standard recipe for 9-inch pie crust. Bake crust and cool. 
I use the “stir and roll” recipe. Separate eggs. Combine all-purpose 
flour and sugar in top of double boiler. When well blended, add egg 
yolks and mix well. Add water a little bit at a time and stir into 
yolks and sugar. Mix until no lumps of sugar are left. Add salt, 
juice, (unstrained, just remove seeds) and grated rind. Place over 
slowly boiling water and continue to stir until thickens. Add butter 
and stir until it melts. Set aside to cool. 


MERINGUE 


\% tsp. cream of tartar 
10 tblsps. sugar 


5 egg whites

Egg whites should be at room temperature then add salt and 
cream of tartar. Beat until stiff peaks can be formed. Slowly add

Fill cooked pie crust with the lemon filling. Carefully spoon 
the meringue over the top. Whirl the final spoonfuls leaving peaks 
on the top of the pie. Place in a slow 300-degree oven for 45 minutes 
or until meringue is evenly and thoroughly browned. One reason 
meringue falls, is because it is under cooked and/or cooked in too 
hot oven. Remove from oven and place on rack away from drafts. 
Cool for at least two hours. Beads of sugar will form on the top of 
the meringue when it has cooled, these not only add to the flavor 
but the children love to see the “honey drops.”—MRS. THOMAS
